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Various  attempts  have  been  made  during  the  past  ninety  years  to  furnish 
the  county  with  a  ‘Bryophyte  Flora’.  Considerable  data  have  been  assembled 
during  that  period,  especially  by  Lees,  Larder,  Stow  and  Allison,  but  published 
lists  are  meagre.  Lees  published  his  Outline  Flora  in  1 892 ;  the  data  for  which, 
he  accumulated  during  his  stay  in  the  Market  Rasen  area  from  1877  to  1879 
(see:  Seaward,  1967a;  1968b).  Larder  collected  mainly  in  the  Louth  area 
from  1892  to  1893,  and  published  the  first  part  to  a  ‘Cryptogamic  Flora’  in 
1898;  it  was  never  completed.  Miss  Stow  continued  to  add  to  the  local  registers, 
and  published  her  records  between  1900  and  1906. 

Allison  (ably  assisted  by  several  naturalists  in  the  Grimsby  area,  especially 
Marshall  —  see:  Seaward,  1962b;  1964a),  after  twenty  years  of  bryological 
work  in  the  county,  published  a  ‘Lincolnshire  Moss  List’  in  the  Lincolnshire 
Naturalists ’  Union  Transactions  during  the  years  1931  and  1932.  Allison  con¬ 
tinued  to  add  to  these  records  for  a  further  twenty  years,  but  very  few  of 
these  records  were  published,  or  indeed  verified. 

Bryological  collections  in  Lincolnshire  have  been  very  limited,  and  although 
numerous  specimens  have  been  located  in  various  herbaria  scattered  throughout 
the  British  Isles  (see  p.  10),  the  majority  of  material  is  to  be  found  in  the 
herbaria  of  the  City  and  County  Museum,  Lincoln,  the  Cartwright  Hall, 
Bradford  and  the  writer. 

During  the  past  ten  years  the  writer  has  been  able  to  work  on  these  collec¬ 
tions,  and  reports  of  this  work,  together  with  recent  bryological  records,  may 
be  found  in  the  Lincolnshire  Naturalists'  Union  Transactions,  The  Naturalist  and 
the  Transactions  of  the  British  Bryological  Society.  More  specific  references  relating 
to  the  writer’s  work  on  the  taxonomy,  distribution  and  ecology  of  particular 
Lincolnshire  genera/species  are  as  follows:

The  check-list  follows  the  pattern  set  by  Peacock  in  his  ‘Check-list  of  Lincoln¬ 
shire  Plants’  {Lines.  Nat.  Union  Trans.,  1909).  The  county  is  divided  into  two 
vice-counties,  each  of  which  is  sub-divided  into  divisions  (see  map  p.  12): 
North  Lincolnshire  (V.C.  54)  contains  division  numbers  1  to  12,  and  South 
Lincolnshire  (V.C.  53)  contains  division  numbers  13  to  18  (for  further  details 
see:  The  Naturalist,  1895,  289-301).  The  true  ecological  nature  of  a  particular 
species  is,  however,  rarely  manifested  by  its  divisional  distribution,  since  divi¬ 
sions  are  based  on  parishional  rather  than  ecological  boundaries.  Sometimes 
a  general  pattern  can  be  deduced,  e.g.,  littoral  species  occur  in  divisions  3,  4, 
9,  12,  17  and  18.  Further  information  on  the  value  of  the  Lincolnshire  natural 
history  recording  units,  together  with  details  of  their  size  and  the  attention 
given  to  them  by  bryologists  in  the  past,  is  to  be  found  elsewhere  (see:  Seaward, 
1964c).  Divisional  numbers  in  the  check-list  which  appear  in  parentheses  are 
for  good  records,  in  many  cases  supported  by  herbarium  material  and,  or 
published  data,  but  there  is  a  strong  reason  to  believe  that  they  no  longer  occur 
there. 
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For  a  general  account  of  the  geology  and  soils  of  Lincolnshire  one  is 
referred  to  Swinnerton  and  Kent  (1949)  and  Straw  (1969)  respectively.  An 
interesting  account  of  Lincolnshire  topography  past  and  present  is  provided  in 
the  introductory  chapter  of  Smith  and  Cornwallis  (1955).  Published  data  for 
ecological  work  in  Lincolnshire  is  minimal,  despite  the  efforts  of  Peacock  at  the 
turn  of  this  century  who  was  described  by  some  as  the  ‘father  of  ecology’. 
Peacock’s  rock-soil  flora  for  the  county  was  never  published,  but  the  manu¬ 
scripts,  now  housed  in  the  Botany  School  of  Cambridge  University,  provide  the 
researcher  with  a  wealth  of  ecological  information.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
the  reserves  of  the  Lincolnshire  Trust  for  Nature  Conservation,  in  particular 
Gibraltar  Point,  have  received  the  ecological  attention  they  deserve  in  more 
recent  years.  Although  ecological  accounts  are  few,  one  is  referred  to  the 
numerous  papers,  presidential  addresses,  sectional  officers’  reports  and  field 
meeting  reports  which  have  appeared  in  The  Naturalist  and  the  Lincolnshire 
Naturalists’  Union  Transactions  over  the  past  seventy-five  years. 

The  nomenclature  (in  most  cases)  and  preceding  index  number  are  ac¬ 
cording  to  Warburg  (1963).  The  index  number,  composed  of  generic  and 
specific  references,  has  been  used  in  the  compilation  of  the  Lincolnshire  her¬ 
barium  at  the  City  and  County  Museum,  Lincoln.  It  is  hoped  therefore  that 
this  check-list  will  prove  an  asset  to  future  researchers  of  that  collection.  The 
figure  which  appears  in  parentheses  and  follows  immediately  after  the  nomen¬ 
clature  is  the  local  register  reference  number.  A  comprehensive  list  of  herbaria, 
manuscripts  and  book/journal  references  consulted  appears  at  the  end  of  the 
check-list.

FART  II:  HEPATICS 
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The  hepatics  have  been  less  fortunate  than  the  mosses  in  their  treatment  by- 
Lincolnshire  naturalists.  Once  again  it  was  Lees  who  promoted  hepatic  record¬ 
ing  at  the  turn  of  this  century  with  the  publication  of  his  Outline  Flora  in  1892. 

In  1902,  Miss  Stow  produced  a  further  check-list  of  Lincolnshire  hepatics, 
based  mainly  on  Lees’  recordings.  This  list,  with  few  alterations,  was  reproduced 
again  in  a  paper  by  Reeves  (1906) ;  the  compilation  being  attributed  to  Stow. 
Between  this  date  and  1959  the  publication  of  hepatic  records  has  been  very 
limited,  despite  the  arduous  activities  of  Allison  between  1910  and  1953. 

It  has  been  possible  over  the  past  few  years  for  me  to  examine  Allison’s 
collections  and  add  to  the  local  registers,  but  it  is  unfortunate  that  there  is 
little  herbarium  material  to  substantiate  the  earlier  recordings  of  Lees,  Stow 
and  Reeves;  many  of  the  latter  workers’  records  must  be  regarded  as  suspect 
in  the  light  of  recent  taxonomic  revisions. 

An  approximate  analysis  of  vice-county  records  (taking  into  account  wherever 
possible  the  nomenclature  revisions)  over  this  period  is  as  follows :
